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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown: 

The  Annual  Report  by  your  Selectmen  will  bring  to 
your  attention  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year, 
as  well  as  acquainting  you  with  some  of  the  more  out- 
standing problems  with  which  the  Town  is  faced. 

Through  this  report  as  well  as  the  Town  Report  as  a 
whole,  we  will  take  you  into  the  various  departments 
to  acquaint  you  with  the  personnel,  their  duties  and 
accomplishments.  Goffstown  is  fortunate  in  having  so 
many  devoted  public  servants,  and  by  becoming  better 
acquainted  with  them,  your  problems  as  well  as  those 
of  the  Town  can  be  dealt  with  in  a  much  better  manner. 

There  has  been  much  added  work  put  on  the  High- 
way Department  this  year  due  to  the  building  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Plant.  Connecting  houses,  bringing 
sewers  to  property  lines,  resurfacing  roads  along  with 
other  problems  have  had  to  be  cared  for  immediately, 
and  Horace  Shirley,  our  Road  Agent,  and  his  crew  have 
gone  along  with  us  all  the  way. 

Upon  entering  the  Town  Hall  you  will  find  that  a 
coat  of  paint  has  transformed  a  dreary  room  into  a 
bright  and  cheerful  entrance.  A  visit  to  either  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office  or  the  Selectmen's  Office  will  make  you 
aware  of  the  same  pleasing  atmosphere.  The  rearrange- 
ment of  the  Selectmen's  Office,  with  the  addition  of  a 
new  counter,  has  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  and 
appearance  of  this  Department.  The  purchase  of  a  new

adding  and  calculating  machine  saves  us  many  hours 
of  work  on  the  tax  books.  A  checkwriter,  which  is  a 
new  addition  to  our  equipment,  is  accepted  universally 
as  a  safeguard  against  any  changes. 

The  Town  is  very  fortunate  to  have  personnel  with 
the  experience  and  qualifications  held  by  our  Town 
Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Road  Agent  and  highway  work- 
ers, and  all  our  clerks  who  make  it  easier  for  the  Select- 
men to  carry  out  their  duties. 

We  can  be  proud  of  our  Municipal  Court  headed  by 
Judge  Hedley  Pingree  and  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  curbing  crime  and  promoting  safety. 

We  appointed  a  new  police  officer,  Mr.  Robert 
Colman,  taking  the  place  of  Ray  Untiet  who  resigned 
in  the  early  summer.  Officer  Colman  was  formerly  with 
the  Manchester  Police  Department. 

We  appointed  Janet  C.  Poore  Treasurer  due  to  the 
resignation  of  Doris  Putnam.  The  town  safe  and  all  the 
Treasurer's  records  are  now  in  the  Town  Hall. 

We  are  progressing  very  favorably  with  our  Sewage 
Disposal  Plant  which  will  be  in  operation  on  or  before 
the  first  of  April,  with  the  exception  of  High  Street,  for 
which  we  will  have  to  raise  more  money. 

Here  are  some  pertinent  facts  regarding  the  Sewer 
Project.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  $260,000  to  build  a 
Disposal  Plant   and   to   extend   lines   on   Depot,   West 


Union  and  High  Streets.  The  lowest  bidder  was  R.  Zoppo 
Company  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts — $244,485.00.  An 
absolute  bid  of  $167,000  was  for  the  Plant,  Pumping 
Station  and  River  Crossing.  All  other  bids  were  on 
unit  prices.  That  is,  for  example — the  estimate  on 
Trench  Rock  excavation  was  for  900  c.y.  at  $15.00  per 
c.  y.  They  took  out  1257  cubic  yards  which  cost  $5,250.00 
more.  This  is  just  one  added  expense  over  which  we 
have  no  control.  Our  engineering  expense  up  to  now  is 
$26,000  which  no  one  took  into  consideration  at  the  time 
the  money  was  raised. 

We  have  received  $55,000  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  after  completion  and  acceptance  we  should 
receive  $18,500  more.  The  interest  on  the  bond  issue 
will  be  about  $8,000  and  the  payment  on  principal 
$15,000. 

For  our  new  High  Street  construction  we  have  $20,- 
160  to  date  and  with  a  like  amount  from  the  State  it 
will  give  us  $40,320  to  spend.  With  our  appropriation 
of  $3,390  this  year  and  the  State's  like  amount,  giving 
us  a  grand  total  of  $47,100,  we  should  be  able  to  com- 
plete the  job. 

We  could  go  on  and  on  telling  you  of  what  has  been 
accomplished  and  what  we  hope  to  do  in  the  future, 
but  what  we  have  done  we  sincerely  hope  has  made 
Goffstown  a  better  Town  in  which  to  live.

The  officers  pictured  below  holding  our  electrical  timing  device  are 
at  left — Police  Chief,  Earle  Dubois,  and  Robert  Colman  who  was  ap- 
pointed after  the  resignation  of  Ray  Untiet. 

We  purchased  an  electrical  timing  device  for  $488.12  to  slow  down 
traffic  passing  through  our  Town.  This  year  12,623  cars  were  checked. 
There  were  129  arrests  made  for  speeding.  The  Town  received 
$713.00,  and  the  state  received  $702.00.  The  device  was  used  19 
times — time  involved  53  hours  and  10  minutes.  We  feel  that  if  we 
stopped  one  accident  from  happening  the  money  and  time  were  well 
spent. 

We  should  have  another  officer  as  the  Town  is  growing,  and  with 
the  number  of  automobiles  increasing  it  is  hard  to  get  a  complete 
coverage  with  just  two  full-time  men.

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  LaRochelle  and  seconded, 
that  the  polls  now  be  opened  for  voting,  that  the  balance 
of  the  Warrant,  Articles  2  to  18,  be  read  and  acted  upon 
at  7  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  that  the  polls  close  at  9 
o'clock  P.M.  and  that  our  next  Town  Meeting  be  opened 
at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  This  motion  was  carried. 

Article  One  of  the  Warrant  read  and  Check  List 
posted. 

Polls  opened  for  voting,  which  continued  through  the 
day  until  9  o'clock  P.M.,  being  temporarily  suspended 
while  Articles  2  to  18  inclusive  were  acted  upon  at  7 
o'clock  P.M. 

Officers  elected  in  open  meeting: 

Clinton  Rising  was  nominated  and  elected  Cemetery 
Trustee  for  three  years. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  were  elected  to  serve  as  Fence 
Viewers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Benjamin  F.  Greer,  Carl  B.  Pattee  and  Frank  W. 
Bartlett  were  each  nominated  to  serve  as  Auditor  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  were  elected  on  one  ballot  cast  by 
the  Clerk,  were  declared  elected  and  took  the  oath  of 
office  in  open  meeting. 

Benjamin  F.  Greer,  Lawrence  W.  Shirley,  Robert  Mc- 


Dougall,  Gerald  Upton  and  Arthur  Grant  were  nom- 
inated to  serve  as  Surveyors  of  Lumber  and  Corders  of 
Wood.  One  ballot  was  cast  for  each  by  the  Clerk  and 
they  were  declared  elected.  Messrs.  Greer,  Shirley  and 
Upton  took  the  oath  of  office  in  open  meeting. 

Hector  Pellerin  was  nominated  Fire  Warden  for  Three 
years,  elected  on  one  ballot  cast  by  the  Clerk  and  took 
the  oath  of  office  in  open  meeting. 

Moderator  deferred  appointments  to  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee until  a  later  date.  August  12,  1957 — the  following 
persons  were  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee for  a  period  of  three  years  by  Moderator  David  V.

This  has  been  a  year  of  continued  improvement  at  the 
Library.  Our  fine  staff  is  to  be  complimented  for  its 
efficient  and  faithful  service  to  the  townspeople.  We 
all  wish  that  more  use  could  be  made  of  the  facilities 
at  the  Library,  since  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  offer 
a  wider  selection  of  reading  material.  In  addition  to  the 
usual  best  sellers,  there  are  a  number  of  non-fiction 
books  on  the  shelves  at  the  present  time,  dealing  with 
a  variety  of  subjects  such  as  travel,  coin  and  stamp  col- 
lecting and  a  fine  pictorial  history  of  America.  Two  new 
sets  of  books,  "Lands  and  People" — seven  volumes,  and 
"The  Book  of  Popular  Science" — ten  volumes,  have  re- 
cently been  purchased. 

Repairs  have  had  to  be  made  on  the  entrance  doors 
and  several  of  the  windows.  The  floors  in  the  Reading 
and  Children's  Rooms  were  sanded  and  refinished  dur- 
ing the  summer. 

After  several  years  of  diligent  service  to  the  Board, 
Mrs.  Martha  Dodge  resigned  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Earl 
Bixby  was  elected  to  fill  that  office. 

There  have  been  several  gifts  made  to  the  Library 
during  the  year.  Mr.  Gordon  Simons  presented  a  model 
of  the  ship,  the  Santa  Maria;  also  a  painting,  a  winter 
scene,  the  work  of  his  father,  Mr.  Frank  Simons.  The 
Shirley  Club  has  given  thirty  dollars  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  Children's  Books.  The  Goffstown  Com- 
munity Garden  Club  has  presented  two  books.    The 


Unity  Club  is  to  give  annually  a  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  to  be  used  towards  the  purchase  of  reference 
books  in  the  field  of  either  English  or  History.  These 
are  all  gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  Trustees.

BUSINESS 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its 
forest  fire  problem — 97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires 
being  man-caused  and  preventable — a  serious  indict- 
ment of  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our 
neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving 
diligently  to  effectively  meet  the  challenge  through 
education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire  presents  to  our 
woodlands:  by  maintaining  a  well  trained  corps  of 
wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and 
by  providing  ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to 
dispose  of  unwanted  waste  materials.  Careless  and  per- 
verseness,  however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and 
fishermen;  careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous 
periods  in  dangerous  locations;  illegal  burning;  improp- 
erly extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires — all  result 
in  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption  of  industry  and 
farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  town  and 
state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your 
community  and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR 
thoughtful  and  cooperative  effort — The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and 
avoid  all  fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit 
from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground 


is  not  covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required 
for  open  debris  fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor 
fireplaces  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden  is  in- 
structed to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions, 
site  and  type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes 
and  matches — are  completely  out  before  discard- 
ing them.  Use  ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook 
fires  are  completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Precinct  on  Tuesday,  March  18,  1958  at  8:  00  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  to  act  on  the  following  subjects. 
Art.  1 

To  choose  all  necessary  officers  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  the  Precinct  for  the  ensuing  year  including  a  Mod- 
erator, Clerk  and  Auditors. 
Art.  2 

To  elect  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners for  five  (5)  years. 
Art.  3 

To  see  if  the  Precinct  will  allow  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  the  right  to  hire  money  in  excess  of 
Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  due  to  any  emergency. 
Art.  4 

To  see  if  the  Precinct  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  to  make  the  following  changes 
in  its  SCHEDULE  FOR  WATER  SERVICE,  RULES 
AND  REGULATIONS: 

Add  to  the  end  of  "1.  Applications  for  Service":  "In 
addition  to  the  above  entrance  fee,  any  abnormal  con- 
struction costs  due  to  ledge  work  or  other  abnormal 
causes  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant.  Such 
excess  construction  costs  will  be  billed  to  the  customer 
and  payable  upon  presentation." 
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Change  "Main  Line  Extensions,  Paragraph  (d)  to 
read:  "A  Main  Line  extension,  made  upon  petition  of 
all  interested  parties,  shall  be  known  as  a  'guaranteed 
extension'  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  properties 
supplied  with  water  therefrom  shall  be  required  to  pay 
for  water  at  the  regular  meter  rates,  and  an  addition 
thereto,  each  owner  taking  water  from  this  line  shall 
be  required  to  pay  an  investment  charge,  such  charge 
is  to  be  determined  as  follows:  The  gross  cost  of  the 
extension  for  labor  and  material  only,  to  yield  five  per 
cent  (5%)  a  year  for  a  twenty-year  guarantee  period. 
In  determining  such  gross  cost,  any  abnormal  construc- 
tion costs  due  to  ledge  or  other  abnormal  causes  shall 
not  be  included,  but  shall  be  billed  immediately  to  the 
applicant  and  payable  on  presentation.  The  water  pre- 
cinct will  assume  all  finance  charges,  except  as  shown 
above,  of  the  project.  The  investment  charge  to  be 
billed  quarterly  or  until  the  charge  shall  have  been 
eliminated.  The  amount  paid  annually  for  water  used 
shall  be  credited  to  the  investment  charge."  (Under- 
lined words  represent  addition  to  present  paragraph.) 

Change  "Main  line  Extensions,  Section  (e)  to  read: 
"The  investment  charge  guarantee  and  abnormal  charge 
shall  be  assumed  on  an  equal  basis  by  the  extension 
customers  served  by  such  extension  unless  otherwise 
mutually  agreed.  The  length  of  the  guarantee  period 
may  be  altered  by  the  Water  Commissioners.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
GOFFSTOWN   VILLAGE   PRECINCT   FOR   1957 

The  year  of  1957  as  in  previous  has  been  a  busy  one 
for  your  Water  Department.  The  first  project  that  we 
did  this  year  was  the  laying  of  Three  Thousand  One 
Hundred  forty  (3140)  feet  of  eight  (8)  inch  pipe  from 
the  Ten  (10)  inch  main  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hamilton  Rice  to  the  main  on  Church  Street.  This 
pipe  was  laid  so  that  we  could  have  a  larger  supply  of 
water  from  the  new  pump  installed  in  1956.  This  work 
was  done  by  the  regular  crew  of  your  Water  Depart- 
ment. Credit  should  be  given  for  a  job  well  done  as 
there  is  no  doubt  that  money  was  saved  for  the  Precinct 
in  this  work.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  having  this 
supply  of  water.    We  did  not  have  to  ask  any  one  to 
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curtail  on  the  use  of  water  during  the  past  summer  as 
we  have  in  previous  years. 

Our  second  project  was  replacing  six  hundred  (600) 
feet  of  four  inch  main  on  Summer  Street  with  six  inch 
main  and  we  also  installed  Three  Hundred  fifty  (350) 
feet  of  six  (6)  inch  pipe  on  the  Dewyngaert  new  de- 
velopment off  from  Elm  Street. 

Lastly  we  installed  a  pump  on  the  No.  2  well  on  land 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rice.  These  two  wells  are  now  com- 
plete with  the  exception  of  some  grading  which  will  be 
done  this  coming  summer.  We  think  we  now  have  as 
good  a  water  system  as  can  be  found  in  our  State.  Our 
two  reservoirs  with  a  capacity  of  Eighteen  (18)  million 
gallons  and  the  two  pumps  capable  of  pumping  Six 
Hundred  (600)  gallons  per  minute  we  should  be  able 
to  take  care  of  the  water  needs  of  our  Precinct. 

Your  Board  of  Commissioners  are  looking  ahead  and 
planning  to  make  improvements  in  our  Water  System 
as  money  becomes  available.  We  are  trying  to  keep  our 
water  rates  at  their  present  level.  It  may  prove  these 
rates  will  have  to  be  increased  due  to  the  expense  of 
pumping  and  the  increased  cost  of  installing  new  Main 
and  services.  At  present  our  rates  are  lower  than  in 
many  communities  the  size  of  ours.

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REPORT  OF  THE   PINARDVILLE 
PLAYGROUND  TRUSTEES 

The  year  1957  proved  to  be  the  turning  point  in  the 
promotion  and  progress  of  the  Pinardville  Playground. 
A  concerted  program  of  repairs  was  instituted  and  car- 
ried out  that  was  intended  to  make  for  better  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  playground.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
season  a  sanitary  condition  that  existed  was  eliminated, 


then  the  playground  was  opened  to  the  youths  of  the 
community.  Mr.  George  Beaurivage  was  hired  to  super- 
vise and  direct  the  activities  of  the  playground  and 
proved  to  be  of  value  and  commanded  the  respect  of  the 
children  and  the  teenage  boys  and  girls. 

At  the  start  of  the  season  several  children  participated 
in  the  activities,  but  after  two  or  three  weeks  of  opera- 
tion upward  to  200  boys  and  girls  were  counted  in  the 
playground  at  one  time.  Many  of  the  bigger  boys  and 
girls  were  appointed  by  Mr.  Beaurivage  to  help  super- 
vise the  activities,  with  a  tremendous  amount  of  co- 
operation and  success.  Those  appointments  tended  to 
give  them  a  sense  of  responsibility. 

Organized  games  of  badminton,  horseshoe  pitching, 
volleyball,  baseball,  tennis,  boxing,  and  table  games 
were  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Beaurivage 
and  his  appointees.  The  season  of  1957  proved  to  be 
one  that  was  most  enjoyable  for  the  children  of  the 
community,  and  harmony  reigned  from  the  beginning 
of  the  season  to  the  end.  Parents  Day  was  observed 
during  the  summer,  much  to  the  surprise  and  content- 
ment of  the  parents  and  all  those  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  children  and  of  the  community. 

The  equipment  was  completely  overhauled  and 
painted,  the  building  was  painted  and  all  broken  window 
panes  were  replaced,  the  toilets  were  repaired  and 
cleaned  up,  cabinets  and  shelves  were  constructed.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  months  the  Pinardville  Lions  Club  con- 
structed a  wading  pool  which  was  and  will  be  main- 
tained in  conjunction  with  the  playground.    Although 
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the  season  did  not  permit  the  children  to  enjoy  the 
facilities  of  the  pool  to  the  fullest  extent,  much  use  and 
enjoyment  were  derived  for  a  short  period  of  time. 
Much  equipment  was  purchased  during  the  year  includ- 
ing another  large  swing  and  other  minor  pieces  of  equip- 
ment which  will  enhance  the  use,  enjoyment  and  safety 
of  the  children  of  Pinardville. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  wishes  to  extend  its  gratitude 
and  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Pinardville 
Lions  Club,  the  Playground  Supervisor,  Mr.  Beaurivage, 
and  all  other  organizations  and  individuals  who  have 
contributed  to  the  Pinardville  Playground  for  a  highly 
successful  season.  It  is  anticipated  that  1958  will  again 
be  another  banner  year.

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REPORT  OF   BARNARD   PLAYGROUND  TRUSTEES 

The  year  of  1957  was  a  banner  year  at  Barnard  Play- 
ground. Activity  started  in  early  spring  with  tennis 
and  High  School  baseball.  The  eight  week  summer 
program  was  well  accepted  by  both  age  groups  under 
the  able  direction  of  Tuffy  Phelps  and  Frances  Martin. 
The  final  week  of  special  events  was  the  highlight  of 
the  program  with  prizes  for  attendance,  sportsmanship 
and  athletic  contests. 

The  fall  season  produced  our  Championship  Soccer 
Team  with  its  bonfire  ceremony  long  to  be  remembered. 

Also  seen  at  the  Playground  this  year  were  activities 
by  the  Lions  and  Mothers  Clubs  of  Goffstown.  The 
Lions  Club  sponsored  Little  League  Baseball  and  pre- 
sented a  band  concert  with  a  chicken  sizzle.  The 
Mothers  Club  held  their  Annual  Clam  Bake,  which  was 
open  to  the  public. 

The  Trustees  this  year  tried  to  keep  expenses  to  mini- 
mum with  the  hope  of  using  the  balance  for  contem- 
plated improvements  in  the  coming  year. 

Labor  on  the  Commons  this  year  was  rather  low  due 
to  the  lack  of  rain:  hence  less  mowing  and  trimming. 
We  also  have  an  outstanding  bill  for  tree  removal  at  the 
Traffic  Circle  Common. 

Projects  contemplated  for  the  coming  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  our  regular  program,  will  include — grading,  fill- 
ing and  seeding  of  the  Soccer  Field,  work  on  the  Tennis 
Courts,  purchase  of  new  equipment,  and  estimates  to 
install  toilet  facilities.  Also,  the  Grandstand  roof  must 
be  repaired.

ANNUAL   REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL   BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

The  School  Board  feels  that  over  the  past  year  various 
school  programs  have  been  progressing  satisfactorily. 
The  Board  appreciates  the  increasing  interest  of  the 
public  in  school  affairs.  More  and  more  parents  and 
others  are  seeking  information  about  the  schools  and 
school  programs.  This  can  only  result  in  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  schools  and  their  problems. 

The  Superintendent  has  covered  in  his  report  the 
changes  in  the  teaching  staff,  enrollment,  and  the  condi- 
tion of  the  school  plant  and  its  needs.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  repeat  here  this  information. 

The  school  district  operated  well  within  its  budget 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1957.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  every  indication  that  the  same  will  be  true 
for  this  year  ending  next  June  30th,  even  though  the 
School  Board  is  frequently  confronted  with  problems 
it  cannot  always  resolve  because  of  fiscal  limitations. 

The  major  problem  that  the  School  Board  must  face 
in  the  very  near  future  is  again  one  of  space.  This  year 
the  private  kindergarten  operated  by  the  Mother's  Club 
occupies  one  room  in  the  White  School.  All  other  space 
is  currently  being  used  to  capacity.  Enrollment  figures 
indicate  a  leveling  off  in  the  lower  grades.  The  heavy 
increase  that  created  space  problems  for  the  elementary 
grades  has  now  reached  the  upper  grades  and  the  Junior 
High  School.  As  this  increase  reaches  the  High  School, 


we  will  have  a  serious  problem.  It  should  be  kept  in 
mind  that  even  now  all  grade  classes  and  some  junior 
high  school  groups  have  been  pushed  out  of  the  high 
school  building.  There  is  every  indication  that  the  high 
school  building  and  the  White  building  will  not  be  ade- 
quate to  house  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  classes 
much  longer. 

The  financial  implications  of  this  situation  are  serious, 
and  it  calls  for  careful  and  extended  study  of  several 
alternatives. 

Another  problem  is  that  of  securing  and  holding  good 
teachers.  Desirable  employment  opportunities  outside 
the  field  of  teaching  continue  to  attract  teachers  and 
each  year  beginners  are  commanding  a  higher  starting 
salary. 

The  Board  has  studied  salary  scales,  but  has  not  yet 
officially  adopted  one.  A  scale  offers  an  advantage  in 
holding  teachers  in  that  they  may  know  what  to  expect 
salary  wise  for  their  years  of  service.  However,  it  is  not 
expected  that  the  adoption  of  a  scale  will  solve  the 
salary  problems  as  it  is  known  that  communities  operat- 
ing under  a  salary  scale  have  been  obliged  to  frequently 
revise  it  to  keep  pace  with  changing  conditions. 

The  School  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  voters  in  their  interest  and  support  of  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

I  should  like  to  limit  the  scope  of  my  annual  report 
to  the  consideration  of  two  major  problems  confronting 
us  at  the  present  time. 

The  primary  success  of  the  U.S.S.R.  in  the  race  for 
missile  supremacy  was  a  blow  to  the  patriotic  pride  of 
America.  The  first  reaction  of  people  of  all  walks  of 
life  was  that  the  educational  system  of  this  country 
needed  a  radical  overhauling.  Upon  more  rational  think- 
ing, most  authorities  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
such  a  statement  is  in  error,  and  what  we  need  to  do  is 
a  better  job,  not  only  in  the  field  of  science  and  mathe- 
matics, but  in  other  fields  as  well.  So  perhaps  the  lead- 
ership of  the  Russian  people  in  the  missile  field  has  been 
a  blessing  in  disguise,  causing  us  to  reflect  upon  and  to 
evaluate  our  entire  program  of  education. 

It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  principle  problems  of 
the  day  is  to  provide  a  method  whereby  the  pupils,  who 
have  the  capacity,  are  given  more  educational  challenge 
than  is  now  provided.  On  the  other  hand,  more  attention 
should  also  be  given  to  those  pupils  who  are  experienc- 
ing certain  difficulties,  and  at  present  are  not  receiving 
the  particular  instruction  which  their  needs  demand. 

The  customary  and  traditional  approach  of  the  class- 
room teacher  is  directed  to  the  average  pupil  in  the 
class.  Several  decades  ago  many  pupils  dropped  out 
along  the  line,  and  as  a  group  moved  up  through  a  par- 
ticular school  system,  the  group  became  more  and  more 


homogeneous.  Today  the  situation  has  changed;  the 
great  majority  of  our  pupils  continue  through  high 
school,  and  the  extremes  of  ability  and  interest  become 
farther  apart  with  each  passing  year.  The  teacher  has 
no  alternative  but  to  gear  the  class  work  for  the  average 
of  the  group,  failing  thereby  to  provide  for  the  par- 
ticular needs  of  each  end  of  the  group.  One  segment 
fails  to  receive  the  individually  directed  method  of  ap- 
proach, while  the  other  fails  to  be  stimulated  to  the 
point  of  making  the  most  of  their  academic  potential. 

In  my  mind  the  answer  lies  in  a  two-track  program, 
beginning  perhaps  as  low  as  the  fourth  grade,  and  cer- 
tainly no  later  than  the  seventh  grade.  From  that  point 
on  through  the  remainder  of  the  public  education  pro- 
gram, one  course  would  allow  for  instruction  to  meet 
the  basic  needs  of  the  pupil,  while  the  second  would 
offer  a  program  far  more  challenging  than  at  the 
present  time. 

I  know  that  many  persons  will  claim  that  such  a  pro- 
gram is  not  democratic,  that  certain  pupils  are  being 
"labelled."  I  will  not  attempt  to  argue  the  point;  I 
merely  state  that  I  can  see  no  way  to  provide  a  program 
to  better  qualify  our  young  people  for  their  years  ahead 
than  through  such  a  plan.  Then,  and  only  then,  can  we 
effectively  pay  attention  to  the  particular  needs  of  cer- 
tain pupils,  and  at  the  same  time  enrich  the  program  of 
the  second  group. 

The  second  major  problem  is  the  reoccuring  problem 
of  space.  When  the  new  elementary  school  was  built, 
we  anticipated  that  it  would  carry  us  four  or  five  years. 
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When  school  opens  next  fall  every  available  room  will 
be  in  use,  and  we  anticipate  the  enrollment  will  warrant 
more  classrooms  than  we  have  available. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  reported  that  our 
present  high  school  plf  t  is  not  adequate  in  certain 
areas  to  handle  the  present  number  of  pupils.  Such 
special  areas  as  shop,  home  economics,  and  science  were 
adequate  for  a  300  pupil  school,  but  with  350  in  grades 
7-12  at  the  present  time,  and  an  expected  380  next  fall, 
the  problem  becomes  increasingly  acute. 

Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  add  onto  the 
new  elementary  school,  while  others  feel  that  the  high 
school  problem  needs  attention.  During  the  past  few 
weeks  certain  groups  of  interested  citizens  in  Goffs- 
town,  New  Boston  and  Weare  have  been  studying  the 
cooperative  high  school  as  a  means  of  securing  addi- 
tional classroom  space  and  also  of  providing  a  richer 
high  school  program. 

The  cooperative  school  act  provides  for  45%  reim- 
bursement on  payment  of  bonds  if  a  three-town  co- 
operative school  were  formed,  in  contrast  to  30%  re- 
imbursement for  a  single-town  school.   This  difference 


of  15%  can  be  very  significant,  and  should  not  be  passed 
over  lightly. 

If  we  were  to  enter  into  a  cooperative  school  with 
Weare  and  New  Boston,  space  requirements  would  be 
met  for  several  years  to  come.  Our  present  high  school 
would  make  a  good  junior  high  school,  leaving  the 
White  School  free  for  additional  intermediate  grade 
needs. 

Before  reaching  any  conclusion  as  to  the  impact  upon 
tax  rate,  we  must  determine  Goffstown's  particular 
needs  in  the  foreseeable  future,  and  compare  the  cost  of 
the  same  to  the  estimated  cost  in  a  cooperative  arrange- 
ment. Then,  and  only  then,  can  we  make  a  definite 
statement  as  to  which  plan  has  the  more  merit. 

In  brief  we  must  keep  in  mind  that  we  need  more 
space  to  accommodate  the  steadily  increasing  school 
population,  and  also  that  our  present  high  school  is  not 
adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  approved 
program  of  studies  for  secondary  schools.

4  received  chest 
X-rays.  Three  Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  were  held  during 
the  year.  In  October  324  received  the  Polio  innocula- 
tions,  November  157,  and  May  531.  Pre-school  registra- 
tion was  held  in  April  with  56  children  attending.  Two 
children  were  seen  at  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  and  two 
at  the  Orthopedic  Clinic.  One  child  received  eye  exam- 
ination through  Sight  Conservation.  73  home  visits 
were  made  and  137  received  first  aid.

Record  of  Annual  School  District  Meeting  held  at 
High  School  Auditorium  March  16,  1957. 

Meeting   called   to   order   by  Moderator,  Gordon  F. 
Burns,  at  2:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Call  for  the  meeting  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  Warrant 
and  take  up  each  article  as  it  appears. 
Art.  1 

Gordon  F.  Burns  was  elected  Moderator  and  took 
oath  of  office. 
Art.  2 

Carl  B.  Pattee  was  elected  Clerk  and  took  the  oath 
of  office. 
Art.  3 

Nominations  for  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for 
two  years  were  Stephen  Shost  and  Charles  Hacking. 


Ballot  was  taken — 140  being  cast.  Necessary  for  choice 
71.  Stephen  Shost  had  93.  Charles  Hacking  47.  Stephen 
Shost  having  a  majority  of  ballots  cast  was  declared 
elected  by  the  Moderator. 
Art.  4 

The  following  were  elected  members  of  the  School 
Board  for  three  years. 

Armand  Florand  Theresa  Zeludancz 

Mr.  Richard  A.   Berry   extended  his  thanks  to   the 
voters  giving  him  the  opportunity  to  serve  on  the  School 
Board  and  praised  the  work  of  the  School  Board. 
Art.  5 

Marjorie  Corning  was  elected  Treasurer. 
Art.  6 

Voted  that  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  Truant 
Officer  and  the  officers  or  agents  remain  the  same  as  in 
1956. 
Art.  7 

Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  District  Officers  as 
printed  in  the  Town  Report. 
Art.  8 

Voted  that  the  Town  Auditors  serve  as  auditors  for 
the  School  District. 
Art.  9 

Mr.  Dustin  offered  the  following  motion: 

I  move  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $295,549.35  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  salaries 
of  school  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums 
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as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  equaliza- 
tion fund  together  with  other  income;  the  School  Board 
to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  a  balance  between  the  esti- 
mated revenue  and  the  appropriation  which  balance  is 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town.  Vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 
Art.  10 

Voted  by  the  district  to  appropriate  any  funds  re- 
ceived from  Tuition  for  so  called  state  wards  toward 
payment  of  general  expenses  of  the  school  year  1956- 
1957. 
Art.  11 

Voted  to  act  favorably  on  this  article  and  to  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept, 
on  behalf  of  the  district,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for 
educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or 
United  States. 
Art.  12 

Dr.  Snay  spoke  about  the  playground  conditions  at 
the  Grasmere  School.  Voted  that  the  School  Board  con- 
sider these  conditions  at  the  Grasmere  School  and  make 
a  report  at  the  next  Annual  School  Meeting. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Marjorie  Harden 
for  her  services  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board.  Mrs. 
Harden  did  not  seek  reelection. 

No  further  business,  voted  to  adjourn  at  2:55  o'clock.
